A  railroad  crossing  has  yet  to  be  finished  where  U.S. 
crosses  the  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  Western  Railroad 
tracks  adjacent  to  the  new  connection. 

Flashing  signals  and  gates  have  not  yet  been  installed. 
The  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  Railroad  has  indicated  they 
will  not  be  able  to  complete  the  crossing  until  late  De¬ 
cember. 

UDOT  is  exploring  the  possibility  of  having  round-the- 
clock  flaggers  stationed  at  the  crossing  until  proper  safety 
equipment  can  be  installed. 

Whitney  said  the  state  will  wait  to  reopen  U.S.  89  until 
the  lake  is  drained  far  enough  so  the  entire  road  is  unco¬ 
vered.  UDOT  had  planned  to  open  the  road  Thursday  by 
detouring  traffic  around  a  1, 000-foot  section  of  the  high¬ 
way  still  covered  by  the  lake. 

Officials  of  the  state  engineer’s  department  estimate  alL 
of  the  U.S.  89  will  be  free  of  water  by  about  Dec.  15. 

According  to  Winterton,  headway  on  the  remaining 
work  is  dependent  upon  the  weather,  “Several  days  of  fair 
skies  will  enable  work  crews  to  finish  blasting  the  over¬ 
hang  and  remove  the  material,”  he  said. 

“If  the  road  can  be  made  safe  prior  to  Dec.  15,  it  will  be 
opened  before  then,”  state  engineer  Dee  Hansen  said. 
“However,  if  additional  inclement  weather  is  in  the  offing, 
Dec.  15  will  be  the  soonest  the  road  will  open.” 

UDOT  offieals  warn  that  once  the  road  is  open  to  traffic, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  close  it  occasionally  to  continue  the 
removal  of  rock  from  the  300-foot  cut  through  Billie’s 
Mountain.

Hundreds  of  teachers  from  Utah 
Valley  jammed  Provo  High  School  au¬ 
ditorium  Wednesday  night  to  hear  de¬ 
tails  of  an  education  reform  package 
prepared  for  them. 

Neal  A.  Maxwell,  a  member  of  the 
LDS  Council  of  Twelve  and  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  State  Board  of  Re¬ 
gents,  presented  the  basics  of  the  con¬ 
troversial  plan  and  then  listened  for 
the  remainder  of  the  evening  to  a 
stream  of  comments  and  complaints 
from  teachers  and  parents.  Members 
of  the  Utah  Legislature  and  other 
state  education  officials  were  also 
present. 

The  meeting  was  one  of  10  con¬ 
ducted  Wednesday  night  statewide  to 
survey  attitudes  and  gather  support 
for  the  program,  which  is  the  result  of 
months  of  study  by  an  11-member 
commission  of  prominent  educators 
appointed  by  Gov.  Scott  Matheson. 

Although  the  package  included 
substantial  increases  in  the  state 
education  budget,  members  of  the 
Utah  Education  Association  balked  at 
the  career  ladder  concept,  fearing, 
that  it  would  polarize  teacher  salaries 
and  take  the  best  teachers  out  of  the 
classroom. 

Several  state  legislators  were  pre¬ 
sent,  and  some  took  pains  to  point  out 
the  problems  the  program  may  have 
in  the  legislature. 

The  issue  on  which  everyone, 
agreed  was  that  education  in  Utah  is 
declining  in  quality.  “We’re  facing  a 
serious  drain  of  good  teachers  in  our 
system,”  Maxwell  said. 

He  said  the  time  to  reform  legisla¬ 
tion  is  now  while  the  national  debate 
on  the  subject  continues.  “We’ve  got  a 
window  of  opportunity  open  now  that

This  is  a  chance 
to  do  something  for  our  children  and 
grandchildren  that  they  can’t  do  for 
themselves.” 

The  plan  developed  by  the  commit- 
.  tee  asks  for  a  total  education  budget 
increase  of  $150  million  funded  by  tax 
increases.  Maxwell  said  the  amount  is 
less  than  half  of  what  administrators 
said  they  need,  but  it  would  get  the 
program  started.

Provo  Education  Association  rep¬ 
resentative  Rod  Day  pointed  out  that 
if  the  increase  were  granted,  Utah 
would  still  be  spending  less  money 
per  student  than  the  national 
average. 

Major  elements  of  the  increase 
proposal  are:  $41  million  for  a  career 
ladder,  which  would  put  all  salaries  in 
the  $16,000  to  $35,000  range,  with  the 
majority  of  the  teachers  keeping  the 
same  salary  with  a  slight  increase;  $17 
million  in  salary  adjustments  for  state 
colleges;  and  $56  million  to  upgrade 
elementary  and  secondary  school 


budgets. 

State  Sen.  Karl  Snow  told  the 
group  that  a  major  problem  is  per¬ 
suading  the  public  to  approve  the  tax 
increases.  “I  believe  that  a  substan¬ 
tial  funding  increase  is  absolutely 
necessary.  But  the  legislature  will 
move  no  faster  than  the  public  will 
allow.” 

Snow  said  he  had  received  several 
letters  from  businessmen  opposing 
the  consequent  tax  increases.  “Just 
today  I  received  a  very  disturbing  let¬ 
ter  stating  a  large  concern  here  which 
said  we  ought  to  really  think  twice 
before  further  burdening  the 
businesses  in  the  state.” 

Sen.  LeRay  McAllister  expressed 
the  same  concern.  “If  you  raise  the 
taxes,  you  threaten  the  appealing 
business  climate  of  the  state.  It  is  fra¬ 
gile.  Destroy  the  goose  and  you  lose 
the  egg.” 

At  the  beginning  of  the  public  com¬ 
ment  portion  of  the  meeting,  remarks 
were  in  favor  of  the  career  ladder 
plan.  “We  are  in  complete  agreement 
with  the  career  ladder  program,”  Bob 
Colomb,  a  teacher  at  Sunset  View 
School  said. 

But  the  sentiment  was  turned  by 
Lucille  Taylor,  a  member  of  the  Nebo 
Education  Association.  “It  seems 
that  in  order  to  get  a  salary  increase, 
you  always  have  to  become  an  admi¬ 
nistrator  and  do  things  other  than 
teaching,”  she  said,  referring  to  the 
leader/teacher  position.  Under  this 
plan,  superior  teachers  with  at  least 
10  years  experience  supervise  and 
-  educate  other  teachers  in  the  school. 

The  career  ladder  and  the  defini¬ 
tion  of  increased  productivity  were 
the  biggest  concerns  of  UEA  mem¬ 
bers,  who  have  developed  a  compre¬ 
hensive  reform  proposal  of  their  own.

Trade  imbalance 

“We  are  most  concerned  about  the 
trade  imbalance  between  our  two 
countries,  and  I  presume  one  of  the 
reasons  for  the  worsening  of  this 
problem  is  the  strong  U.S.  currency 
in  the  international  money  market.” 

Koo  said  the  strong  U.S.  dollar  has 
made  it  increasingly  difficult  for 
Taiwan  to  sell  its  products  to  Japan 
and  European  countries,  and  nullified 
its  efforts  to  decentralize  its  export 
market. 

“As  part  of  our  efforts  to  Correct 
trade  imbalance,  our  government  has 
recently  lifted  import  restrictions  on 
some  400  items.  Lifting  of  some  res¬ 
trictions  on  foreign  banks  should  also 
help,”  he  said. 

Import  restrictions 

The  other  businessman  visiting 
campus,  Kua-hwa  Yu,  governor  of 
the  Central  Bank  of  China,  said  the 
U.S.  government  can  help  improve 
the  imbalance  of  trade  between  the 


two  countries  if  it  relaxes  some  of  the 
restrictions  on  what  Taiwan  can  or 
cannot  buy  from  the  states. 

The  trade  imbalance  between  the 
two  countries  intensifies  the  already 
strong  protectionist  sentiment  in  the 
United  States, which  will  not  be  in 
Taiwan’s  long-term  interest,  Yu  said. 

Trade  gap  narrowing 
“Since  1978  we  have  dispatched 
eight  buying  missions  to  the  United 
States  for  procurement  of  close  to  $7 
billion  worth  of  American  products  in 
an  effort  to  narrow  the  trade  gap  be¬ 
tween  our  two  countries. 

“We  have  sponsored  many  semi¬ 
nars,  symposiums  and  exhibitions 
over  the  years  to  better  acquaint  U.S. 
businessmen  with  the  needs  of  our 
industry  and  to  introduce  U.S.  pro¬ 
ducts  to  Taiwan.  However,  much 
more  needs  to  be  done  by  our  two 
countries,”  he  said. 

“I  feel  confident  that  with  deter¬ 
mination,  sound  strategic  planning, 
and  hard  work,  American  business¬ 
men  will  do  a  good  job  of  selling  and 
reduce  America’s  trade  deficit  with 


UPI  leader  calls  for  better  press 
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Gary  Neeleman,  UPI  vice-president  over  Latin 
America  and  the  Caribbean,  told  students 
Thursday  that  better  press  coverage  in  those 
countries  is  essential  to  better  public  aware-

The  problem  with  press  coverage  and  public  under¬ 
standing  of  Latin  America  is  a  lack  of  awareness  and 
understanding  of  reality,  journalist  Gary  Neeleman 
said  Thursday. 

Neeleman,  vice-president  for  Latin  America  and  the 
Caribbean  for  United  Press  International,  spoke 
Thursday  on  “The  Crisis  in  Central  America  — Are  We 
Getting  the  Real  Story?” 

For  most  Americans,  to  hear  “Latin  America,”  con¬ 
jures  up  images  of  beautiful  sunsets,  jungles,  beaches 
and  the  wilted  accents  and  sparkling  smiles  of  the  na¬ 
tive  people,  Neeleman  said. 

Though  all  of  these  elements  are  there,  “the  reality  of 
Latin  America  and  the  Caribbean  no  longer  permits  us 
to  maintain  the  image  that  we  have,”  he  said.  “In  these 
nations  there  is  alarming  depravity.” 

Neeleman  said  Latin  American  countries  have  an 
average  per  capita  income  of  $2,000  or  less  and  unem¬ 
ployment  in  some  countries  is  sometimes  as  high  as  50 
percent. 

More  than  110  million  people  live  in  Mexico  and  Cen¬ 
tral  America  alone.  Of  those  people,  75  percent  are 
women  and  children  with  the  average  age  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  being  15,  Neeleman  said. 

“For  centuries  we  have  swept  these  problems  (de¬ 
pravity)  under  the  rug  thinking  it  was  their  problem 
and  not  ours,”  Neeleman  said.  “Today,  it’s  our 
problem.” 

The  Utah  native  said  a  majority  of  the  American 
people  are  interested  in  Latin  America  but  don’t  know 
enough  about  it  to  intrepret  the  events  accurately. 

A  major  reason  for  that  lack  of  understanding  is 
press  coverage.  “We  try  and  interpret  things  without 
knowing  what’s  going  on,”  Neeleman  said. 

A  common  misconception  about  Latin  America  is 
that  civil  strife  in  Central  America  is  a  ground  swell  of 
the  poor  rising  up  against  the  rich,  Neeleman  said. 

The  poor  are  not  rich  enough  to  buy  a  gun,  he  said. 
“The  problem  is  that  it  is  an  elitist  against  an  elitist. 
The  ‘outs’  are  trying  to  get  back  ‘in,’  and  the  ‘ins’  are 
trying  to  keep  them  ‘out.’  ” 

Both  sides  are  using  the  poor  as  an  excuse,  Neeleman 
said. 

In  attempts  to  correct  the  problem  of  misconceptions 
caused  by  the  press,  Neeleman  said  UPI  and  other 
news  agencies  are  sending  reporters  to  cover  events  in 
Latin  America  who  are  more  experienced,  who  have  a 
background  of  the  area,  and  who  are  better  equipped 
with  the  language. 

There  are  many  stories  that  are  written  about  posi¬ 
tive  happenings  in  Latin  America  but  they  are  never 
run  by  the  U.S.  papers,  Neeleman  said.  This  causes 
more  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the  American 
public.

Provo  City  has  moved  a  step 
closer  to  securing  a  $10  million 
federal  grant,  which  it  intends  to 
loan  to  the  developers  of  the  prop¬ 
osed  Heritage  Mountain  ski  resort. 

The  city’s  application  for  an 
urban  development  action  grant 
(UDAG)  has  held  up  under  pre¬ 
liminary  inspection  at  the  Denver 
regional  office  of  the  U.S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Housing  and  Urban  De¬ 
velopment  and  will  soon  compete 
with  other  grants  from  across  the 
country,  said  Ron  Madsen,  Provo 
executive  director  of  redevelop¬ 
ment. 

The  Denver  office  examined  the 
jobs  that  would  be  provided  by  the 
ski  resort,  the  tax  contribution  to 
the  community  and  the  financial 
commitments  of  backers  of  the  pro¬ 
ject. 

Though  the  application  is  now  in 
competition,  it  does  not  mean  that 
the  examination  process  has  ended 
or  that  the  application  may  still  be 
subject  to  rejection.  HUD  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  scrutinize  the  application, 
said  Madsen.  “It’s  good  news  that 


we’re  still  there. 

Madsen  said  the  city  can  still 
strengthen  its  application  until 
Dec.  12  with  increased  evidence  of 
the  project’s  viability. 

If  the  UDAG  is  granted,  Herit¬ 
age  Mountain  is  expected  to  re¬ 
ceive  $160  million  in  financing  from 
Investment  Mortgage  Internation¬ 
al,  Inc. ,  a  San  Francisco  firm.  In  its 
UDAG  application,  the  city  points 
out  that  IMI  Vice  President  Harold 
N.  Cox  stated  that  IMI  has  “been 
able  fo  find  acceptable  funding  for 
the  project  conditional  upon  the  re¬ 
ceipt  of  a  $9,929  million  UDAG.” 

Also  in  the  application  the  city 
states,  “It  is  felt  that  this  project 
cannot  go  forward  but  for  the  injec¬ 
tion  of  a  UDAG.’  ' 

Gary  Williamson,  president  of 
Wilderness  Associates,  developers 
of  the  ski  resort,  said  that  Heritage 
people  spoke  with  HUD  officials 
last  summer  and  were  told  that 
their  project  has  a  good  chance  of 
winning  a  grant. 

If  the  city  receives  the  UDAG, 
they  will  loan  the  money  to  Herit¬ 
age  Mountain  for  a  “negotiable” 
rate  of  interest,  Madsen  said.

Kerr  tells  students 
to  have  own  creed

People  should  develop  a  personal 
creed  and  do  the  jobathandas  though 
they  are  going  to  be  doing  it  for  the 
rest  of  their  lives,  said  BYU’s  Execu¬ 
tive  Vice  President  Thursday. 

Rolfe  Kerr,  who  has  served  at  B  YU . 
since  1980,  said  he  lives  by  a  belief 
held  by  his  father,  who  said,  “If  peo¬ 
ple  will  do  the  job  at  hand  better  than 
anyone  else,  sooner  or  later  their 
efforts  will  be  recognized  and  approp¬ 
riately  rewarded.” 

“There  is  no  universally  right  way 
to  plan  your  life,”  Kerr  said.  Some 
will  choose  to  structure  their  lives  and 
others  will  be  content  to  accept  situa¬ 
tions  as  they  come,  but  he  warned 
those  who  structure  their  lives  not  to 
become  so  preoccupied  with  goals 
that  they  forget  to  perform  current 
tasks  well. 

If  people  will  do  whatever  they  are 
doing  well,  other  opportunities  will 
follow,  he  said. 

“Take  every  advantage  to  pick  up 


every  credential  you  can,”  Kerr  said. 
In  job  situations  where  people  are 
equally  capable,  the  person  who  has 
the  most  credentials  will  usually  get 
the  job. 

He  said  there  is  value  in  people  de¬ 
veloping  a  personal  creed  —  identify¬ 
ing  the  principles  they  want  to  live 
by. 

“The  value  of  a  personal  creed  is  to 
establish  for  yourself  a  kind  of  plan 
that  will  help  you  see  where  you  are 
going,”  he  said. 

Kerr  listed  the  20  items  included  in 
his  personal  crqed.  They  were,  for  ex¬ 
ample:  “Succeed  at  home  first,”  “Seek 
and  merit  divine  help,”  “Don’t  be 
afraid  of  making  a  mistake,”  “Hustle 
while  you  wait,”  and  “Listen  twice  as 
much  as  you  speak.” 

Kerr  suggested  that  students  make 
a  list  of  important  principles  in  their 
lives  and  develop  a  creed  for  them¬ 
selves.  Items  could  be  listed  in  order 
of  priority,  based  on  religious  beliefs 
and  personal  principles.

A  Provo  City  councilman  has  drafted  an  ordi¬ 
nance  calling  for  the  formation  of  a  new  citizens 
group  to  determine  raises  in  council  and  mayoral 

Charles  Henson,  who  wrote  the  ordinance,  is 
calling  for  the  establishment  of  a  Council  Advisory 
Committee  on  Mayor/Council  Salaries,  which  will 
decide  salary  changes  based  on  “current  economic 
conditions,  responsibilities  and  the  total  time  re¬ 
quirement,  and  salaries  of  similar  officials  in  cities 
of  comparable  size  and  complexity.” 

The  council  has  submitted  the  draft  to  the  city 
attorney’s  office  to  examine  the  legal  language, 
after  which  it  will  come  before  the  council  in  a  public 
meeting  where  they  will  either  accept  or  reject  the 


ordinance. 

In  early  October,  a  short-term  body  called  the 
Citizens  Committee  on  Mayor  and  Council  Salary 
Recommendations  approached  the  council  with  sal¬ 
ary  changes.  The  committee  majority  recom¬ 
mended  a  41  percent  council  salary  increase  while 
the  minority  recommended  no  increase. 

Henson  told  the  salary  committee,  “The  real 
issue  is  not  what  the  raise  will  be.  Many  of  us  on  the 
council  could  care  less.  We  need  to  reach  an  agree¬ 
ment  on  the  process  of  how  this  is  to  be  done  in  the 
future.” 

The  new  ordinance  states  that  the  council  cannot 
enact  increases  but  may  lower  salaries  below  the 
recommendation  of  the  salary  committee.
